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A Frimitive Constituency.,
A¥ ARCADIAY COMMUNITY IN TRANSTLVANIA,

A correspondent of the London 7imes
wr‘i‘tou from Klausenburg, in Transylvania: —

If you look at the map, 8zek is not twenty
milos from the eapital, but if yon want to go
there you must reckon half & day in summer,
when the direct road is passable, and in win-
ter or spring, when you have to make a groat
round, you may desm yourself Incky ilgyou
W’. there without aceident towards evening.

roads in general are 80 good as they
are in T Ivania, this scems surprising,
but it finds ite explanation in the natural fen-
tures of the district, The interior of Tran-
sylvanin forms one great basin, evidently
once the bed of thesea. In the very centre
of the country, betwoen the course of thoe
rivers Maros and S8zamos, there rises an un-
dulating platean of Iate tertiary sandstone
and shale, soft and friable. To jndge from
gingle old trees and small patches of forest
still remaining soattered, the greatest part of
this distriet was wooded, but now it is a sue-
cession of naked downs, harboring small lakes
in avery depression.,

““The whole distriot, known under the name
of the ‘Pasture,’ is considered (hs most pro.
duotive of Transylvania. It was the great
grazing distriot of the conntry balfore 1544,
whon most of the large herds of fine cattle
and horses were dispersed. Every proprietor
in the surrounding districts considered it al-
most a8 & necessary portion of his farining to
bave some land in the distriet, for it was
above all throngh this part that ho made his
farming pay. Bince the great herds of oattle
have been dispersed, much of the land has
been Liroken np. It strikes yon that it has
been done systematically, for whila the slopes
facing south have hieen left intact, the slopes
facing north have been ploughed up and bear
luxuriant crops of wheat, rige. and Indian
corn. This 15 owing to a pecnlinrity which
you have no trouble in discovering, for whilo
on the northern slopes you see fat black soil.
on the southern slopes, throagh the scanty
grass, you see yellow sand mixed with marl.
As in the large alluvial plains of Hungary,
the material for roads4s wanting on the ‘pas-
ture,’ the stone which is used decomposing wo
soon that it is dust almost before ¥ is lnid on
the road. With the exception, therefore, of
the parts of the road lying close to the river,
where gravel may be got, they can, even with
the great labor bestowed npon them, scavcely
be kept up, and have to be relaid almost
every spring.

“Althongh it boasts of a charter by King
Matthins Corvinus of the fifteenth centnry,
which insurés to it all those rights and privi-
leges which had been granted to Buda, the
capital of Hungary, the noble town of Szek,
as it is called in diplomatio language, is little
different in appearance from a village. You
see the same low, one-storied honses, with
gable-ends turned towards the street, and
separated from each other by the courtyard,
margingilinto the garden behind. A wooden
verandah runs along the side of the building
turned towards the courtyard, and under the
thatched roofs you see the heads of yellow
Indian corn and tebneco leaves strung up in
a row, forming a sort of festoon.

“To judge by the similarity of the honses!
you seem to bhave realized in your jonrnsy
the land of equality, nor are yon, indead, fur
off liere secing the drenm ol the enthnsiasts
realized, for if there is not waneh wealth thera
is no great povarty eithier in Szela. proletari-
ans or beggars are unknown.

“Where no one is in abgolnte want, and all
are more or less on the snme lovel. the great-
est incitement to orime is gone; and so it is
in this Transylvanian Arcadia. Hxcopt now
and then n row on a Surnday evening, there is
but little for justice and police to A 1
evon these rowsscan only be of rare occur-
rence when in a population of five thousand
souls only half a dozen are known as dronk-
ards. Theft is unheard of: not a hounse hos
a lock: agricnltural implements arve kept in
the flelds; honsehold property in the open
court-yards, whera not even wateh-does ave
kept. Theveis, indeed, & prison remaining,
but it has been used for years as o lnmber-
oom.

SIn the midst of all the political and rveli-
gious agitations through which 'l ransylvania
has gone in olden as well as in more recent
times. the place has not been disturbed.
There Hungarian and Rovman have been and
are living in the bost harnony, the best proof
of which is that the Mayor is a Rouman,
although by far the greater number of the in-
habitants are Hungurian, As with politics so
it is with religion. The place might pass ns a
model of tolerance, for there Protestants,
Roman Uatholics, Greek Catholics, and ortho-
dox Greek are living in the best possible nn-
derstanding with each other, and what is,
perhaps, even more, their clergy are on the
best terms with each other.

Yot from all this, or from the isolatad,
gecluded position of the place, you must not
imagine that the people are sunk in apathy.
and do not endeavor to betier themselves,
They are not content with tilling their native
soil, but have their commerce in eattle and
wood. They go away with their carts and
oxen or horses to fetoh the wood, which they
bring down and sell in the more prosperous
Lowns.

*When one sees this simplicity &nd primi-
tiveness one almost beginag to donbt whether
the railway which is projeched in the valley of
the Bznmos, a few miles off, will he a boon or
not, for il will necessarily modify all thiy, sud

ndunlly efface the originality which is
interesting. But this will be the fate of many
of these sanll commmnities in Transylvania,
of which the town of Bzek is one, and, per-
haps, the wost enrious type.”
